Would have much to say, but 
lest I might justly be accused of 
imposing my. family affaire upon 
the readers of the Evanoelist, I 
will only mention that we spent 
a Merry Christmas together, at 
the house of our sou-iu-law, P.

I attended the Christmas exer- 
cises ot the Brethren'* Sunday 
School, in Berlin.

ence. During the Christmas 
week I attended the County 
teacher's institute at Somerset, 
when I had the pleasure of meet- 
ing a. number of old friends and 


eleven miles north of town, on 
Saturday afernoon. This was

Wo stopped tor dinner 
at brother Jacob G. Kimmel's, 
eear the "Home" church, ard 
bad a desire to visit ell the fami- 
lies in the congregation, if time 
and other dutie-i would permit. 
Hope they will accept the will 
for tbe deed. 

Spent the night at bnother 
Josiuh Kimmel's. Sister Kimrasl 
had not been at church. She 
had a few excuses, besides the 
bad weather, and pretty good 
ones too, but still, if the had 
known that I weuld be there, she 
would have managed ,lo get te 
the meeting. That is all right- 
perhaps — but I believe it would 
be a good rule to be at church 
every time— when it is reason- 
ably possible then we will get all 
the good there is, accidental and 
regular. For, wherever, and 
whenever, two or three are as- 
sembled together, in the name of 
Jesus, there will be One in their 
midst ;who is greater than our 
lavorite minister, and whose 
presence id always profitable 
to every oue. Don't know 
whether we ought to have any 
favorites ; but there are relations 
which are held very sacred. 
Such exist between Sister Kim- 
mel and myself. Three or four 
years ago last Thanksgiving Day, 
she sent for me post haste, as she 
desired to be anointed according 
to tbe apostolic injunction. Tbe 
work was attended to ; our pray- 
ers were answered, and the Lord 
has raised her up, and He has al- 
ready given her several years of 
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useful life. Bleseed be His name. 
Others in the same neighborhood 
can testify to the same exper- 
ience, and we love to meet and 
recount the blessed occasions of 
the mercy and goodness of our 
Lord, who has promised to be 
with nt always, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen. 

On Monday we visited sister 
Caroline Musser, who is now liv- 
ing with her son-in-law, Mr. 
Daniel Reitz, near Roxbury. 
Sister Muaser has always been 
an excellent woman, and is a 
widow ot the late war; but 
through disease has had her rea- 
son dethroned.

"Pro- 
gressives" no longer applies to 
the Brethren church. It is only 
a qualifying term and not a 
nam- It is still applicable to 
such members of the G. B. 
church— or ony other church to 
that — as are in advance of the 
body of its membership, in gen- 
eral intelligence, in the liberality 
and breadth of their religions 
views, aud the purity of their 
lives. They have a number of 
congregations where this pro- 
gressive sentiment predominates. 
The Salisbury church is one of 
them, 

I enjoyed the hospitalities of 
the Keim family, tbe widow aud 
children of brother Silas Keim, 
one of our most pleasant and 
ewruest co workers years ago. 
•Father, a son and daughter, Rich- 
ard aud Lihbie, have been re- 
moved by Death's resistless 
hand, since X first made the 
acquaintance of the family. 
Their places are vacant, bur. the 
spirit of kindnesa^and hospitality 
still abides with them. 

I also visited brother N. Mer 
rill, the leading minister of this 
churoh. He is sick, and has 
been confined to his bed tor seme 
weeks. Poor, patient brother Mer- 
rill; God bless him, in his numer- 
ous afflictions. Hiseldcst.soti and 
daughter have also suffered much 
lutely by sickLess, so that there 
was no one in the family to earn 
anything. • Tbe brethren and 
sisters are kind to the family, 
and we are glad to record the 
fact in their favor, as it is anoth- 
er evidence of their being pro- 
gressive ; for our creed says : 
"Inasmuch as ye have done it 
note one oi tLe least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto 
me." Mstth. 2i >, 84—40. I 
lately heard tor an incident 
touching this point, whieh is said 


to have occurred not a thousand 
miles frem Chicago. One of onr 
brethren and a German Baptist 
brother were conducting a spirit- 
ed verbal controversy, when the 
latter became personal by casting 
opprobrium upon certain persons 
who had lately left that church 
and united with the Brethren. 
As said persons were unknown 
to our brother, he of course 
could not detend them ; when the 
lady of the house, a German 
Baptist sister, of the progressive 
order,spoke up, aud positively 
asserted their honor and worth, 
and assured her brother that if 
they had discharged their Christ- 
ian duty, said members would 
not have left them. They have 
been having severe sickness in 
their families, aud although the 
G, B. members lived near them, 
they did not visit them, while 
the Brethren did part of their 
Cbrietian duty, aud did it well. 
Such testimony we love to hear 
in tavor of our Brethren, from 
all parts. May they deserve it 
everywhere.

The Meanness of Prejudice. 

"Is not this Joseph's son?" 
"From whence hath this man 
these things? And what wisdom 
is this that is given unto him?" 
"Aud they were offended at him." 
This was said ot the Lord Jeans 
Christ. They might have re- 
ceived a stranger, with no cre- 
dentials to attest his worth, and 
been easily imposed upon by 
shallow arts and brazen effront- 
ery ; but one whom they have 
seen in their streets from boy- 
hood, und whose poor relatives 
they knew so as to call ihem by 
their names of Joseph and Mary, 
James, J oses, J u da, and Simon, 
they will never believe amounts 
to much, or that they should lis- 


ten with respect to anything he 
has to say. 

So Socrates wks mocked at in 
Athens, and Dante driven from 
Florence, and John Wesley 
scorned in Ep worth. We are 
told that Wesley, after he had 
begun to be famous as a preach- 
er, visited Epworth, when he 
bad been bronght up, desiring to 
proclaim to his own townsmen 
that gospel msssage which so 
filled his heart, and bad brought 
such joy and peace to others, by 
God's blessing on his ministry. 
The use of the parish church be- 
ing denied him, he preached to 
the people in the church-yard, 
standing upon his father's tomb- 
ston. Seven successive even- 
ings be preached upon that hal- 
lowed spot, and with extraordin- 
ary power and effect. But there 
was much violent and unreson- 
able opposition. How unreson- 
iible an incident shows. 

Some of those opponents took 
a wagon-load of Wesley's follow- 
ers and carried them before a 
magistrals. When they were 
asked what these persons had 
done, there wad an awkward si- 
lence. At last oue ol the accu- 
sers said, '-Why they pretend to 
be better than other people ;aud, 
besides, they pray from morning 
to night." The, magistrate ask- 
ed it they had nothing else to al- 
lege, "yes, sin," said another, 
"they have converted my wife. 
Till she went among them she 
had sucli a tongue '■ and now she 
is as quiet as h lamb." "Carry 
-them back," said the magistrate, 
"and let them convert alt the 
scolds in town." 

So the reasons which oppos- 
ers of the gospel allege against it, 
and which set them against its 
preachers, are such as should 
recommend it und them. The 
fact that Jesus wus the son of 
Joseph the carpenter, and a 
child of their own town, ought to 
have given him more favor, rath- 
er than less, in the eyes of those 
people of Nazareth, Did not his 
growing fame shed hitter on 
them ! and this iutimatiou that 
the grace ot God was wider than 
the narrow limits of Judaism, 
should have kindled their joy 
and not their wrath. The op- 
position of their hearts tied as it 
were his hands, and frustrated 
his purpose of grace. Though 
bo had come to them in the pow- 
er of the spirit; though his 
preaching was so adapteiHo their 
ueed ; though it fulfilled the hope 
of Israel, and met the deepest 
longings of tbe soul ; and though 
he whs a fountain ot healing 
power, which he longed to pour 
out in streams of mercy upon 
them — they received no benefit 
troro him. The light cannot 
give sight to them who sbnt 
their eyes against it ; no more 
can the truth even though Christ 
himself be the preacher, bring 
any blessing to unbelief. "Take 
heed, brethren, lest there be in 
any ol you an evil heart of tin- 
belief."
